Surfacing Of Entrance Road 

The town apparently got a real bargain when it 
concluded an agreement with Standard Gravel & 
Surfacing to hard-surface the entrance road from the 
railway tracks alpng to the County office. 

Only the facts that 1000 yards of surplus crush¬ 
ed gravel was available at a bargain price and that 
Standard Gravel had just finished its contract on 
Highway 23 and had its machines on the spot and 
available made the deal possible. Approximately two 
and a half blocks of street will be done at a total cost 
to the town of less than three thousand dollars. The 
contract calls for two inches of crushed gravel base 
and a minimum two inches of hard surfacing. 

This brings up the provincial government’s an¬ 
nounced plan to make the sum of $10,000,000 available 
in 1960 for community improvements, including street 
paving in some 200 major towns, villages and hamlets. 
Almost every town in Alberta will no doubt be anxious 
to get in on the government’s street paving project 
and Vulcan, along with the villages in the County, 
might as well get its application in before the ten 
millions is all allocated.

True, there was but a short distance to be sur¬ 
faced, but it was not included in the highway contract 
and could easily have been left as a dusty stretch of 
gravel for a year or two before it was surfaced. It 
ties in nicely with the town’s action in arranging for 
the surfacing of the road from the railway tracks to 
the bottom of Centre Street. 

Apparently no action has been taken on the re¬ 
quest by the Town and the Board of Trade for an im¬ 
proved turn-off to Vulcan from the highway south. 
This is a dangerous, almost right-angle turn and even 
long-time residents of the town have to watch closely 
at night or they are past the turn-off before they 
they know it. 

Proper signs might help, but the construction of 
a more gradual turn would be the best solution.
